The international application does not comply with the requirements of unity of invention because it does not relate to 
one invention or to a group of inventions so linked as to form a single general inventive concept. In coming to this 
conclusion the International Searching Authority has found that there are difTerent inventions as follows: 

1. Claims 1 to 4 relates to a container and closure wherein the closure includes an upper wall, an integral skirt 
adapted to engage a neck portion of the container, a tamper-evident band firangibly connected to the skirt, the 
neck has a plurality of spaced projections extending outwardly from the neck and adapted to engage with tabs 
on the band to facilitate breaking of the band from the skirt of the closure. It is considered that the 
arrangement of the container and closure and in particular the feature of the tabs engaging the projections 
comprises a first "special technical feature". 

2. Claim 5 relates to closure that includes an upper wall, an integral skirt adapted to engage a neck portion of a 
container, a plunger housing located in the upper wall and a plunger sealing engaged in the plunger housing 
whereby the plunger and plunger housing are adapted for dispensing one or more additives into the container. 
It is considered that the arrangement of the plunger and plunger housing features of the closure comprises a 
second special technical feature. 

These groups are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept, that is, they do not have any common 
inventive features, which define a contribution over the prior art. The common concept linking together these groups 
of claims is a closure with an upper wall and an integral skirt adapted to engage a neck portion of a container. 
However this concept is not novel in the light of the prior art documents cited in this report. Therefore these claims 
lack unity a posteriori.
